The killing was the sequence to a series 
of assaults made by the dead man on 
his white-haired helpmeet during the 
last six months. 


It was a tumble-down, ragged old 


building on the southern edge of Austin. 
separated by stretches of naked prairie 
on all sides from other habitation of any 
sort, that the youthful defender and his 
liquor maddened 
father enacted the 


most startling tragedy that has recently 
occurred.

The Finches have been residents of 


Austin for all the time of the boy's life. 
There were days when the father was a 
sober, industrious man, and then came 
the days when a craving Cor strong 
drink laid hold of him and made him for- 
get all else. 


Tha father would no longer seek work. 


He.haunted tho saloons that were not 
too far away, and when he thought his 
wife had saved a few cents he would go 
into the house and force her to yield 
them up to him.

MAY LOSE TITLES 


STATE BOARD MEDICAL. EXAM- 


INERS GIVE WARNING. 


It Is Said Three Local Medical Physi- 


cians Have Not Complied With the 
New State Law—Just What Will 
Be Done Remains to Be Seen—May 
Go to Supreme Court. 
Tho Wisconsin State Board of Medi- 


cal Examiners met at Milwaukee yester- 
day to close up the business connected 
with the registering and licensing of 
physicians in the state. 
The board 


concluded its labors at noon today and 
now those physicians who have failed to 
comply with the law will be debarred 
from the practice of their profession in 
thia state. 


There are 2,800 physicians in the 


state, and of this number licenses have 
been issued to 1,143 on their diplomas, 
while 1.300 have been registered by the 
board, It is estimated that 357 doctors 
will find their occupations 
gone as the 


result of their neglect. 


Of these 357 doctors it is said that 


three reside in Janesville. 


A local physician said this morning: 
"From what I can learn there are 


three 
doctors 
in 
Janesvrile 
who 


havo failed to 
comply 
with 
this 


state law. I 
suppose they 
think 


that because they have practiced for 
years thoy don't need a certificate. It 
costs a few dollars to join and of course 
thia makes a difference with some physi- 
cians." 


The new law gives physicians until 


April 1 to either obtain a license or be 
registered. The fee for the former is 
$5 and for the latter $2. 
Tho doctor 


who obtains a license receives official 
permission to assume the title and prac- 
tice medicine in this state, but the regis- 
tered person merely has placed on record 
the fact that he is a graduate of some 
medical school. Conspicuously displayed 
on the registration certificates are the 
words in red ink: ''This is not a license 
.to practice medicine." 


In prosecuting persons not graduated 


from reputable schools the board has 
been compelled to make a tost case'of 
the new Orton law. It provides (Chap- 
ter 87, laws of 1899) that the state 
board shall "duly register and grant au- 
thenticated certificates of registration to 
every reputable resident physician or 
surgeon of good moral character who 
was on the first day of July 1897, in the 
actual practice of medicine and surger 
in the state of Wisconsin."
